TELLS OF HIS FREEDOM 


Hopes for a Pardon—Son of 
Man Whose Life He Took 
_ Caused Search in This State.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 17.—Behind 


the bars of the Jefferson County Jail 


last night slept a prosperous Missouri 
farmer, who, for more than a quarter 


of a century, has been dwelling in 
fancied security, tilling his crops, rear- 


ins his children, enjoying the confidence 


of his neighbors and walking in the 
paths of peace. 

The hand of the law, after many 
years of futile groping, closed around 
him on his Missouri farm, last Monday, 
and he will continue on his way to 4 


Kentucky peritentidry, unless he suc- 


1 tor 


ceeds in getting a pardon. 

Nearly 27 years ago, Aug. 2, 1886. 
Richard Allen, then 32 years old, shot 
and killed Deputy Sheriff Charles 
Tucker at Liberty, in Casey County, 
Ky., following a quarrel. 

Allen was indicted, tried, convicted of 


manslaughter and sentenced to spend 


two years in the penitentiary. Under 
the statutes the convicted man had (0 
days in which to appeal. In the mean- 
time he was confined in the county jail 
under a strong guard, to protect him 
from the possible vengeance of aroused 
kinsmen of the man whom he had 
slain. 
Near Scene 15 Years. 

One morning the jafl attaches found 
that Allen had disappeared. Relatives 
of the dead man spurred the officers te 
diligent search, but all of their efforts 
proved vain. Peering through the bars 
of the Louisville Jail, Allen, now @ gray- 
haired man, told a reporter for the Post- 
Dispatch of his flight from Casey Coun- 
ty and his life since then. 

After leaving Kentucky, he said, ne 
went to Missouri. There he remained 
one year, when the call of his home 
State became too strong and he re- 


eee eee emed, settling n a county less than 


150 miles from the scene of the killing 
he had been convicted. For 
‘pesided in Kentucky, then 


he went back to Missouri with his fam- 


fly. Since then he has been living on 
&@ farm near New Madrid, Mo, the re- 
membrance of his trial and his convic- 


tion growing yearly dimmer. 


Four sons and three daughters were 
born after his escape. Several of them 
have married. His farm comprises 165 

Found After 27 Years. 

There, after 27 years, Sheriff Thomas 
H. Black of Ohio County, Ky., found 
him. 

“I was plowing when Sheriff Black. 
acéompanied by several deputies, came 
to my farm,” said Allen. 

“T left the plow in the furrow and 
went to meet the visitor, little suspect- 
ing Who they were or what they want- 
ed of me We chatted a few 
minutes, and then one of the deputies 
said: ‘Well, Mr. Allen, I've got a writ 
for vou. 

or me?’ I asked in surprise. Why. 
I haven't done anything. It must be 
a mistake. I’ve been living here about 
15 years and haven't done anything con- 
trary to the law.’ 

Does, but this writ is older still than 
that,’ the deputy gravely explained. 

“I. couldn’t imagine what it was, 
said Allen, until Sheriff Black, whom 
I hadn't noticed particularly, stepped 
up and said: 

Hello, Dick.’ 

“Then I recognized him and 3 
what it must de.“ 

Allen, according to his story, imme- 
diately consented to return to Ken- 
tucky without waiting for them to ob- 
tain requisition papers. 

“I went to the house and changed 
my clothes,“ he said, and then came 
on with Mr. Black.“ 

Allen said he would try to obtain a 
pardon. He believes many relatives of 
the man he Killed will indorse his plea 
for pardon. Some of them, however, 
still hold a grudge against him, he 
thinks. If he has to do it, he will 
serve His term with fortitude, he said 
He would not discuss the killing, 

Sheriff Black said he made the ar- 
rest at the instance of Charles Tucker 
Jr. son of the man who was slain, and 
who had learned that Allen was in 
Missouri.

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BOY FOUND DEAD IN PIT 
OF GARAGE AT HIS HOME 


Richard Hensel, Son of Presid:nt of Steel and 
Copper Company, Thought to Have Been 


Overcome by Sewer Gas. 


Richard Hensel, 13 years old; son of 
Emil Hensel, president of the Hensel 
Steel and Copper Co., was found dead 
at noon Thursday in the cement-lined 


pit of the garage in the rear of the 


family residence at 6252 Westminster 
place, in Parkview. The only explana- 
tion offered for the fatality is that ne 
was overcome by sewer gas, which es- 
caped through an opening at the bot- 
tom of the pit. 

The boy had gone to the garage io 
clean the pit with soap and gasoline. 
His body was found by a servant, who 
Was sent out to call him in “(for 
lunch. 

Pit Three Feet Deep. 

The pit is three feet deep, and was 
built, as in many garakes, to accommo- 
date a repairet beneath the automobile. 
No machine was standing over the pit 
when the boy went into it. 

When his body was found lying in the 
pit odors of the gasoline were mingled 
with with that of the sewer gas. His mother, 


hearing the servant scream, ran out of 
the house and the two women drew 
the boy’s body out of the pit. Neigh- 
bors helped them to carry the body into 
the house and physicians were called, 
in the hope that life still remained. 

When she learned that her son was 
dead, Mrs. Hensel was prostrated. The 
father was summoned. 

No Mater in the Hole. 

Drs. Barnes and Todd, who viewec 
the bdoy, said the boy must have been 
overcome insidiously by the gas, which 
caused him to fall drowsily on the floor 
of the pit. 

Reports that the boy had been 
drowned while bathing in the pit were 
circulated through the neighborhood, 
and it was this version which first be- 
came known to the police. Members 
of the family say there was no water 
in the pit. 

Dr. Barnes said that he could find no 
cause of death except asphyxiation by a 
combination of gasoline gas and sewer 
gas.

Thursday, 
evading her daughter, Mrs. Hermann 
Baumgardt, who had fallen asleep ex- 
Hausted, from a five-hours’ battle to 
save her mother’s life. 


At 9 o’clock Wednesday night, Mrs. 
Stockton,-while her daughter was out of 
the room, drained a vial of iodine. 
Mrs. Baumgardt detected what she had 
done by the stains about her mouth, 
and called Mrs. Arnold Huevelman Cr 
4230C Botanical avenue to remain with 
her mother while she ran to get her 
husband, who was at work two blocks 
away. 

Takes a Second Drug. 

While Mrs. Huevelman was looking 
for a spoon with which to pry Mrs. 
Stockton’s mouth open so as to admin- 
ister milk as an antidote, the woman 
arose from the bed on which she had 
thrown herself and drank a bottle of 
paregoric. 

After Mrs. Baumgardt returned with 
her husband, who had telephoned for a 
physician, Mrs. Stockton fought desper- 
ately against their efforts to aid her. 
In the struggle she struck Mrs. Huevel- 
man in the breast, knocking ber 
against the wall. 

After Mrs. Stockton was overpowered, 
her lips were forced open with a spoon 
and milk was poured down her throat. 
The physician then treated her with a 
stomach pump, but it was 2 a. m. be- 
fore he pronounced her out of danger. 

Mrs. Baumgardt undertook to watca 
over her until morning, but fell asleep 
from weariness. When she awoke her 
mother had disappeared. 

According to the daughter, Mrs. 
Stockton was despondent over a series 
of misfortunes. Her husband, John P. 
Stockton, has been out of work for a 
year and she supported the household 


iby working in a tobacco factory. 


Her only son, George Stockton, diced 
three weeks ago. On Wednesday she 
was served with a notice to vacate her 
flat for nonpayment of rent.

Passengers Almost in Panic 
When Sheboyegan Rams lowa 
Near Chicago Wharf. 


BOAT DOCKED, BUT SINKS 


Part of Freight Is Removed— 
Owners of Line Say Loss Will 
Be Heavy. 


= 


CHICAGO, July 17.—The 
Sheboygan and Iowa of the Goodrich 
line of lake steamers collided in a fog 


at the mouth of the harbor here today. 
The Sheboygan was but little damaged, 
but the Iowa, with a hole 30 feet in 
diameter in her bow, sank after being 
assisted by tugs to her wharf in the 
river. No one was killed or injured. 
The financial loss on the Iowa and her 
cargo, it is said, will be heavy. 

Both ships were heavily laden with 
freight. The Iowa had made dock and 
was maneuvering in the mouth of the 
river to come about and return to the 
Rush street dock. 

As she swung broadside, the She- 
boygan loomed out of the fog. There 
was a warning scream from the She- 
boygan’s siren, but before the crews of 
the Iowa had fairly sighted her, the 
on-coming craft struck’ the starboard 
bow of the Iowa about 20 feet forward 
of the pilot house. The Iowa careened 
and as she righted herself, the battered 
nose of the Sheboygan swung clear and 
the hole in the side of the Iowa was 
disclosed. The water rushed in and the 
vessel began to sink by the head. 

Passengers Near Panic. 

From the staterooms of the Sheboygan 
rushed the alarmed passengers, who 
crowded the rail. The fog increased 
the fear until it bordered on panic. 
Emergency calls were sent for river 
tugs. The Rita McDonald, Kenosha, 
Cary, Norfod and Dickinson came to 
the aid of the Iowa. They threw lines 
over her and under full steam started 
for a dock in North Water street. Mem- 
bers of the crew manned the pumps. 
The Sheboygan was in better shape 
and prepared to stand by to rescue the 
crew and passengers if the Iowa sank. 
Capt. Garland and his life-saving crew 
from the station at the mouth of tHe 
river came alongside in a motor life- 
boat. 

The Iowa ant settling and it was 
feared that at any moment she would 
dive for the bottom. She was sway- 
ing when the tugs warped her into the 
dock, and the remaining passengers 
were rushed ashore. There the Good- 
rich company had a crew of emergency 
freight handlers waiting, and men 
rushed on board to remove as much of 
the cargo as possible. 

Pumps Are Powerless. 

The pumps were kept busy, but were 
powerless against the water rushing in 
by tons. Finally the lookout cried an 
alarm and the freight handlers and 
members of the crew leaped for the 
wharf. Within a minute the Iowa broke 
her moorings and sank. 

After she sank only the upper works 
of the Iowa showed above the water.

Sentry Carried Into Air When 
Squall Tears Military Dirig- 
ible From Moorings. 

SCHNEIDEMUEHL, Germany, July 
17.—The military  dirigible balloon 
Schuette-Lanz was torn from her moor- 
ings in a wind squall today and wrecked. 
She carried up in her cordage two sen- 
tries, one of whom was killed by falling 
600 feet and the other Severely injured 
by a jump of 30 feet. 
Neither crew nor pilot was on board 
the air craft, which was at anchor on 
the military parade grounds, her moor- 
ing chains buried 6% feet in the earth, 
when a gust caused her to break away. 
The sentries tried to hold her down 
and were lifted into the air. One leos- 
ered his hold soon after leaving earth, 
but the other held fast until exhausted 
and was then hurled to the ground 
and killed. 

The dirigible landed an hour later near 
the village of Erpel.

‘High-Up’ Living Increases Their 
Work and They Plan Union 
to Force-Up Wages. 


High living—not the high cost of liv- 
ing, but living high, say, on the third 
floor or .higher—is forcing the icemen 
of the city to form a union and may 
result, some of them said Thursday, in 
a strike. 

It is the high living of the other fel- 


low that worrtes the iceman. Jt espe- 
cially bothers him around 10 a. m., when 
the mercury is up in the nineties and 
the woman on the fifth floor back 
shouts down to him to “bring up 30 
pounds.” 

More Work, No More Pay. 

The West End is dotted with big apart- 
ment houses that have sprung up in 
the last few years, and the iceman, while 
finding his labor increased in that time. 
has failed to find, he complains, a pro- 
portionate increase in his pay. Hence 
the union and the rumors of strike. 

The proposed union, it is said, will be 
made up of ice wagon drivers and their 
helpers. It will be a separate organiza- 
tion and not a branch of the Teamsters’ 
Union. 

Two of the men who are forming the 
union, while willing to talk about their 
plans, insisted that their names should 
not be made pyblic. They said that 
most of the companies have had an 
inkling of the organization's plans, but 
that only one of them, the Polar Wave 
Ice and Fuel Co., is fighting the union.

TELLS OFT. R’S 
FIGHT FOR TAFT 


Document Introduced in Senate 
Examination of the Lobbyist 
for the N. A. M. 


By Associated Preas. 

WASHINGTON, July 
Mulhall, self-styled lobbyist for the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, 
continued his testimony before the Sen- 
ate Lobby Committee today, detailing his 
activities among Congressmen. Some of 
the letters introduced dealt with former 
President Roosevelt's indorsement of the 
candidacy of Taft, then Secretary of 
War. 

In a letter to Schwedtman, secretary 
of the manufacturers, in April, 1903, 
Mulhall quoted the late Vice-President 
Sherman as saying that the fight then 
raging on Speaker Cannon was a dirty 
deal by the White House against the 
Speaker.“ 

Watson states, wrote Mulhall, that 
the President (Roosevelt) ia moving 
heaven and earth to nominate Taft and 
that he is willing to sacrifice the Sher- 
man law and every law to please the 
trusta and please Wal) street, so that 
he can get their support for his candi- 
date.“ 

Mulhall aleo wrote of attending 4a 
meeting at Foraker’s house, composed 
of Senators “who will oppose the Pres)- 
dent and his policies at the Yhicago 
convention.” He added that he was told 
to work against Maryland delegates 
being instructed for Taft. 

. 10 ne 
Mulhall continued, “intends to let no 
legislation through that he wishes «t 
this session of Congress, and intends 
to fight the Taft forces to a finish. 
There is a whole lot took place at this 
meeting that cannot very well be put 
on paper.“ 

Other letter detailed the fight on va- 
rious Congressmen. — 

‘We have sent special people after 
Mr. Townsend in Michigan," said one. 

On May 6, same year, Mulnall wrote 
Schwedtman that he had called on Sen- 
ators Carter and Hemenway, Senator 
Aldrich's secretary, and others, and was 
“assured by all these gentlemen that it 
mattered not what the President at- 
tempted to do, there was not going to 
be any unfair legislation passed through 
the Genate this session, On the House 
side I called on Murdock, Campbell, Nel- 
son, Alexander, Fassett and several 
others and gave them our reasons why 
no injunction legislation should be 
passed.“ | 

The letter detailed a conversation 
with Senator Beveridge in which the 
Indiana Senator declared himself for 
an injunction bill amendment of the 
Sherman law and a child labor bill. 
Mulhall wrote that he reported Bev- 
eridge's sentiments to Hemenway. 

“Hemenway told me to tell Bever- 
idge he was talking through his hat 
and that his hat was a d—— poor one. 

Ameng Mulhall's expense account 
items was one for $18.90 for breaking a 
shoemakers’ strike in Portsmouth, O., 
in May, 1908. Three thousand men were 
involved. Mulhall broke the strike in 
three days, he said, and spent in addi- 
tion $12 taking union officials to a cir- 
cus. 

Another letter disclosed that on May 
21, 1908, former Representative Haskins 
of Vermont ‘“proposed’’ that Mulhall 
work for him. : 


Republican Platform. 
Mulhall’s activities in connection with 


the Republican national platform of 1908 
were brought out in a letter to Bchwedt- 
man on May 28. It concluded by saying 
that Wade Ellis and others suggested 
that President Van Cleave and Secre- 
tary Schwedtman of the manufacturers 
go to Chicago a week before the conven- 
tion, see the draft of the platform and 
be “privately heard.“ 

In à letter to Emery, Schwedtman 
asked: ‘“‘What is the best way to in- 
fluence the drafting of this platform in 
the right direction?’ 

In a letter bearing on the fight against 
Congressman Gardner of New Jersey, 
Mulhall wrote: Judge Speer, Gov. Fort 
and Mr. Lewis have not carried out 
their promises to get us a strong can- 
didate in that district.“ 5 

Sherman’s Little Boomlet.“ 

On June 1, 1908, he wrote James 8. 
Sherman that he and Sherman's friends 
in the organization were greatly plea ted 
that Sherman was to be a candidate 
for Vice-President. Sherman, on June 
2, replied: “I shall be pleased to have 
the members of your association give 
to the little boomlet such a forward 
push as they conveniently can.“ 

Other letters told of plans to aid Con- 
gressman Jenkins in Wisconsin. Every 
effort in the world will be made for 
Jenkins,“ wrote Schwedtman. A letter 
from Littlefield urging aid for Jenkins 
was read. 

Schwedtman wrote Mulhall on June 2, 
1908: Tou will notice that our news- 
papers state that the national platform 
is being written at the present time at 
the White House, You can rest assured 
that Theodore Roosevelt, who is still 
smarting from the defeat he has re- 
ceived at the hands of Congress and the 
people lately, will embody all of his 
policies in the platform, and many of 
the leaders, being anxious for harmony, 
will go the limit in meeting his views.” 

A Schwedtman letter to Mulhall, June 
z. about the Republican platform, quoted 
Emery thus: “Am in touch with the 
chairman of the Resolutions Committee. 


Mulhall Knew Hines. 
Another, June 6, quoted Emery on 


Mulhall's interview with former Post 
master-General Hitoheock, then Taft's 
campaign manager: “I think Mulhall’s 
irterview with Hitchcock is one of the 
best things ever. The same Hitchcock 
is an advanced exponent of the Roose- 
velt labor policies."

EXTRADITION IS HELD UP 


Michigan Woman Alleges She 


Was Marriéd to Him Two 
Years Ago. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, July 17.—The long tan- 
led matrimonial affairs of Charles Rus- 
gell Burke, widely known in oil circles 
and a member of the Union League and 
Republican clubs of this city, took an- 
other twist yesterday when Gov. Ferris 
ef Michigan postponed ordering Burke's 
extradition to Pittsburg to stand trial 
on an indictment charging him with 
aasociating with a woman other than 
his wife and abandoning his two minor 
children. The Governor delayed action 30 
days in order to give Burke and his 
wife, Mrs. Katherine Pope Burke of this 
city, an opportunity to settle differ- 
ences. 

If Burke fails to come to an under- 
standing with Mrs. Burke, who for 
mearly four years has sought to get 
from him the alimony awarded her in 
the courts of this country when she 
obtained a separation, Gov. Ferris will 
gend Burke to the penitentiary. 

Says She Was Married to Burke. 

The case is further complicated by 
the declaration of Mrs. Louis E. Peters 
Warrington, who told the Post-Dispatch 
reporter in Dexier, Mich., that she was 
married to Burke in Chicago two years 
ago and that “the prosecution of him 
is merely the result of an effort of a 
powerful corporation to force him to 
yield valuable patents and secrets for 
the refining of oil.’ 

A representative of Mrs. Katherine 
‘Pope Burke told a Post-Dispatch corre- 
gpondent yesterday that no divorce had 
been granted to or against her, and that 
in the event that another marriage was 
proved, she would see to it that another 
action was begun. 

Burke, a nephew of Charles C. Burke, 
who made millions in Standard Oil, and 
a cousin of the late Senator Redfield 
Proctor of Vermont, married Miss Kath- 
erine Pope, daughter of the late Col. 
Charles Pope of St. Louls, in this city, 
10 years ago. Four years ago they part- 
ed, and in Chicago Burke filed a suit 
alleging cruel and abusive treatment 
and abandonment. Mrs. Burke went to 
Chicago and defeated the action. 

Subsequently, she filed a suit for sep- 
gration here, alleging abandonment, and 


4 on this action was awarded alimony at 


‘the rate of $20 a month and the cus- 
tody of her two boys, now 9 and 7 years 
old. Burke filed a cross complaint 
again, alleging cruel and abusive treat- 
ment. 

Not long after this, Mrs. Burke caused 
‘the appointment of a receiver for 
‘Burke's property in this State to secure 
payment of alimony. This property con- 
gisted of an interest in the estate of his 
first wife, who was a Miss Benson, the 
@aughter of the founder of Bensonhurst. 
Burke came to New York and in the 
Union League Club was served with pa- 
pers cailing upon him to appear in the 
Supreme Court and show cause why he 
Should not be adjudged in contempt of 
court for failing to pay alimony. He 
paid he had come to New York on 
Agreement with Mrs. Burke to obtain 
‘funds with which to settle with her. 
‘This matter was adjusted out of court. 

Indicted in Pittsburz. 

This adjustment did not mean a per- 
manent peace, for two weeks ago Mrs. 
Burke, who, with the assistance of rel- 
atives, has kept in touch with her hus- 
band's movements, caused his indictment 
in Allegheny County, Pennsylvania, and 
had him arrested in Detroit. Burke re- 
mained in jail several days before get- 
Then the case 
went to the Governor. 

In Detroit, Mrs. Louis Peters Harring- 
ton, who had figured in previous liti- 
gation of the Burkes, asserted she had 
been legally married to him, a statement 
he reiterated at her home in Dexter, 
Mich., yesterday. She is the daughter 
of Hemer Peters, who, a few years ago, 
Was prominent in the business life of 
Chicago and a multimillionaire, but who 
recently lost his fortune and is now an 
inv lid.

MAKES HIS FIRST SPEECH 


Burleson, Richest Man in Cabi- 
net, Will Save $6000, His 
Friends Say. 


WASHINGTON, July 17.—Secretary of 
State Bryan left Washington last night 
for Mountain Lake Park, Md., where 
today he will deliver his first lecture 
in an effort to recoup the losses ho 
says he will suffer by being President 
Wilson’s Cabinet officer. 

Bryan will return from Mountain Lake 
Park Friday morning in time to at- 
tend the Cabinet meeting, which will be 
devoted chiefly to a discussion of the 
Mexican situation. 

It was learned today that President 
Willson, after John Bassett Moore had 
been appointed counselor and Assitant 
Secretary of State, gave Bryan permis- 
sion to take his vacation at a time 
when Chautauqua lectures would be the 
most profitable. He gave him permis- 
sion yesterday to be away during the 
next six weeks. i 

Senator Bristow, who introduced the 
resolution in the Senate Tuesday calling 
on the President to inform Congress just 
what salary was necessary to keep 3 
Secretary of State off the lecture plat- 
form had the following to say today: 

“Secretary Bryan’s second statement 
regarding his lecturing for money has 
astounded me even more than his first 
statement. That the present Secretary 
of State should have such a sordid view 
of the Government service is amazing. 
Suppose George Washington had regard- 
ed the service of his country from the 
same point of view? I wonder where 
we would be today. No man has ever 
attained distinctioh in high service for 
the United States without making per- 
sonal sacrifices. 

“It is well known that men holding 
high public offices could, in almost ev- 
ery instance, make more money if they 
practiced their professions or continued 
in private business. Yet the Secretary 
of State is not content to try to live on 
$1000 a month and, if necessary, to spend 
some of the money he has made pre- 
viously. 

“It is my opiuion that a Secretary of 
State and his wife can live in Washing 
ton on $1000, if he desires. If he hts 
money and wishes to spend it, well and 
good. If he does not wish to spend it, 
he certainly can maintain a style of 
living in keeping with his high office on 
$12,000 a year. 

“I notice Secretary Bryan has said he 
thought he had a right to use his vaca- 
tion for lecturing, if he saw fit. But 
he is to be away on one tour of six 
weeks, I see, and there is no telling 
where his vacation will end Besides, 
since he has been Secretary of State he 
has been in Washington only about one- 
half the time, and if ever there was a 
period when the Secretary of State was 
needed on the job it is now, when vo 
many important questions are up for 
consideration. 

“To cause the people to pay money to 
hear the Secretary of State, the highest 
officer of the Cabinet, deliver addresses 
is wrong, I believe. It is using the of- 
fice for making money.” 

Senator Bristow said his resolution 
would have to ba adopted or voted down 
by the Senate, or referred to a com- 
mittee, Senator Bacon, chairman of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, said he 
thought the resolution would be “han- 
dled in a routine way’ and that he did 
not believe it would be adopted. 

“In my opinion, the resolution was 
introduced merely for the purpose of 
bringing about a discussion of the course 
taken by Secretary Bryan, with refer 
ence to his lecture tours,“ said Senator 
Bacon.

Fischer told at the hospital that he 
had in his pocket Tuesday night two 
packages, one containing epsom Salts, 
the other containing bichloride of mer- 
cury for photographic use He said 
he had been drinking and that in the 
dim light of the bathroom he emptied a 
tablespoon and a half from one package 
into a tumbler, added Water and swal- 
lowed it. 

He at once perceived the mistake, he 
said, and by the use of whites of eggs 
and other emetics succeeded in ridding 
himself of most of the draft. Dr. Ralph 
Kinsella of the hospital staff says re- 
covery in cases where more than 10 
grains of bichloride has been swallowed 
is rare. It has not been determined 
what amount remained in his stomach.

PHILADELPHIA, July 17.—Charges 
that the Western Garment Makers’ As- 
sociation had sent spies among striking 
garment workers in Cleveland, that an 
agent of the employers had incited to 
violence and had led in an attack on 
strikers which resulted in a murder, 
were made today by Miss Gertrude Bar- 
num. 

She is the daughter of a Chicago 
Judge, a college graduate, and for seven 
years an assistant to Jane Addams at 
Hull House. 

Miss Barnum is the general orgainzer 
of the International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Union. When seen at New 
Equity Hall, the headquarters of the 
striking garment workers, Miss Barnum 
stated that she was here for the purpose 
of warning the labor unions against 
Philip Frankel, a lawyer of Cleveland 
and secretary of the Western Garment 
Makers’ Association. 

Frankel srrived here at the invitation 
of the manufacturers and will look after 
their interests during the strike. 

“Signal Service to Labdr.” 

“If the public fully realized the 
treachery, the graft, the lobbying and 
the trickery resorted to in an effort to 
thwart peaceful efforts to improve in- 
dustrial conditions,“ Miss Barnum said, 
“it would better understand the des- 
peration which has led to extreme rad- 
icalism in one wing of the labor move- 
ment. 

The Garment Workers’ Union has 
just done labor a signal service by 
bringing to judgment one of the most 
scoundrelly tools ever employed by man- 
ufacturers through the Burns Detec- 
tive Agency. 

“I believe that this story, full of in- 
tense and dramatic human interest. is 
one of the most important that has been 
exposed in the modern history of labor 
in illustrating the inspired treachery 
of unscrupulous employers’ chrough 
their hired Judases. It shows that these 
unspeakable spies will stop at nothing— 
that they will even resort to murder to 
accomplish their designs. 

“When Morris Lubin, a flashily- 
dressed, pale-faced young man in the 
early 20s, broke down on the witness 
stand before Judge Willis Vickery in a 
Cleveland courtroom last month and 
confessed that he had been paid by the 
cloak manufacturers and the Burns De- 
tective Agency to go to any length to 


.tsmash the strike of the garment work- 


ers, he wrote the dramatic climax to a 
condition of affairs which had long been 
suspected by those working for a peace- 
ful adjustment of the differences be- 
tween the unions and the employers. 
Written Into Court Record. 

“For the first time the revolting story 
of a paid thug, hired to incite violence 
and bloodshed, was written into the rec- 
ords of a court in this country. 

“Lubin became active again during 
the strike of the Cleveland garment 
workers in 1911. Posing as a union gar- 
ment worker, who had been blacklist- 
ed, he persuaded a man named Fus- 
field to introduce him to the union. 
Glib of tongue and with an easy air of 
assurance, he worked himself into the 
confidence of the strikers, who had re- 
volted at the miserable wages and the 
unwholesome working conditions. 
Though not appointed or elected, Lubin 
quickly attached himself to the Picket 
Committee. Many of the younger and 
‘more susceptible in the union soon fell 
under his influence. 

Fou are entirely too peaceful,’ he 
said to them. ‘Don’t you realize that 
this is the beginning of an industrial 
revolution—that nothing can be gained 
by peaceful methods at such a time as 
this?’ 

Lubin soon became the dominating 
figure on the Picket Committee, and to 
all intents and purposes he was an en- 
thusiastic striker. 

Controls Younger Element, 

Ludin's influence with the younger 
element grew rapidly; in fact, they took 
orders from him without question. At 
this time Lubin was receiving $10 a day 
from the Burns Detective Agency, which 
was employed by the Cloak Manufactur- 
ers Association of Cleveland. At the 
same time Lubin was drawing a week 
from the strike benefit funds. Secret 
raids were instigated by Lubin upon the 
homes of the strikebreakers. It was he 
who unsuccessfully piotted to blow up 
the hotel occupied by the ‘scabs.’ Lead- 
ing this band of youth, hypnotized by 
his glib tongue, he looted and wrecked 
other places. 

“Lead pipe, blackjacks and revolvers 
were freely distributed by him to the 
officers of the union. To cap the cli- 
max, Lubin planned, an attack on a 
train bearing strike breakers. Mar- 
shaling the band he had corrupted, they 
executed the attack on the train, but 
failed to do any damage. 

‘In the meanwhile, the strike was 
losing. The public, inflamed against the 
unusual violence, withdrew its support. 
Then Lubin caused an attack on Mor- 
ris Gelbman, which resulted in his death. 
All of the outrages were laid at the 
door of the striking garment workers, 
and are a fair illustration of the meth- 
ods employed against organized labor.“ 

Miss Barnum states that she will re- 
main in this city and assist in directing 


the strike. 


LUBIN HIRED AS

Testimony of a different character 
was brought out last month when Lubin 
was tried on a charge of manslaughter 
growing out of the killing of Morris 
Gelbman, who had been a striker, but 
who was about, it was said, to go back 
to work. Lubin, though charged with 
manslaughter, was found guilty of as 
sault and battery, and was sentenced 
to six months imprisonment, with «a 
fine of $200, after Judge Vickey had 
berated the jury for its failure to con- 
vict on the more serious count, of 
which the Judge declared Lubin was 
undoubtedly guilty. 

It was made very plain that Lubin 
had been in the employ of the manu- 
facturers during the strike and at the 
same time he.had maintained his posi- 
tion with the strikers. In the course 
of the trial the man admitted that he 
had been a “slugger” in behalf of the 
latter while serving» as a spy for the 
former, but in spite of every effort that 
was made it was not possible to show 


“He offered 90 let us lock him in a 
cell with the other men under indict- 
ment for the killing.

Even in the cases where the Jar - 
anese contentions have not been mani- 
festly completely negatived, the exper’ 
diplomatists are said to have so framed 
their responses as to reduce the points 
to clear issues, which probably can be 
adjusted only on the basis of judicial 
decisions. 

Unless the Japanese foreign office con- 
cludes that there is something in the

will be no further diplomatic exchange 


tor a month. At the expiration of that 
time the Webb alien land owning act

The State Department is looking to 
the Japanese Government at least to 
take the initiative in obtaining a 
judicial determination of the question 
as to whether this act is in conflict 
with existing treaties or whether it 
violates privileges to which the Jap- 
anese are entitled under the broad 
principles of international law.

Monthly Residence Rate to Be 
Reduced by One-Half, Man- 
ager Einstein Announces. 


The arbitrary monthly minimum of 
$1, which the Union Electric company 
has exacted of consumers in the resi- 
dence class, is to be reduced to 50 cents. 
A. C. Einstein, vice-president and gen- 


-leral manager of the company,. made the 


announcement Thursday of this reduo- 
tion in the readiness-to-serve charge. 
This reduction complies with the rec- 


mission on this subject. Einstein ‘esti- 
mated that the direct loss to the com- 
pany from the reduction would amount 
to about $20,000 a year, but expressed 
the opinion it would result in greatly 
increased sales of current. 
When Einstein was made manager of 
Union Electric. about two years ago, the 
minimum rate was 3 cents for each 16- 
candle power lamp of residence installa- 
tion, but in no case less than $1. A con- 
sumer who had an installation equiva- 
lent to 100 16-candle power lamps, would, 
under the rate prevailing at that time, 
pay a minimum of 8 a month, whether 
he consumed, any current or not. 
Policy of Rate Reduction. 
Einstein adopted a policy of radica! 
rate reductions. The average residence 
rate for 1911, before Einstein adopted 


this policy, was 11.46 cents a kilowart 


hour. Last year the rate was reduced 
to an average of 8.91 cents a kilowatt 
hour, and this year the books of the 
company show the rate is dropping 
considerably below that figure. The 
maximum rate of the company is now 
9% a kilowatt hour, net, allowing for 
the 5 per cent discount, with a second- 
ary rate of 6 cents. 

The charts prepared by the company 
show that the policy of rate reduction 
largely has increased the consumption 
of electricity both in the residence and 
business classifications. While the com- 
pany has put in effect the Einstein ad- 
ministration a reduction of rates that 
would have resulted in a loss of revenue 
of $250,000 a year on the basis of present 
sales, yet the consumption has been se 
largely increased that the company has 
not felt the loss, and has won an ad- 
ditional reward in retaining the good 
will of its customers, according to Ein- 
stein.

She says she will 
remain at her parents’ home a few 
days longer, and will then probably go 
to Chicago, where her divorced husband, 
Newton Cox, is now living. 

Hopes to Recvacile Husband. 

She says she has the promise of em- 
ployment in Chicago, and she makes no 
secret of the fact that she hopes for 
@ reconciliation with her husband. She 
says they have been good friends“ 
ever since the divorce. 

Her father, a retired Methodist min- 


- ister, is a Socialist speaker and an ar- 
dent admirer of Debs. 


Her mother 
shares this admiration, but both say 
their home is open to Mrs. Cox as long 
as she may wish to stay there, and 
she agrees with her mother that there 
is no occasion for her to go into an- 
other household. The father is said

POLICEMAN TRAILS

The Post-Dispatch holds no brief for the strik- 
ing insurance companies and we have no defense 
to offer against Gov. Major’s arraignment of them 
as violators of the anti-trust laws: As the chief 
executive of the State the Governor is justified in 
enforcing the law through the courts and pun- 
ishing the law-breakers. | 

Prosecuting insurance companies charged with 
violating the law does not, however, provide in- 


jsurance for the people of Missouri. We do not 


believe the courts can or will compel the cal- 
citrant insurance companies to do. business in 
Missouri. They can punish them for past offenses, 
but it is not within the bounds of legal possibility 
that they shall force them to sell insurance under 
laws which the insurance companies regard as 
adverse and menacing. 

A condition, not a theory, confronts us. With 
the insurance companies capable of handling the 
necessary insurance risks for the conduct of busi- 
ness, out of the State, what will citizens who need 
insurance do? 

How to provide the insurance for merchants, 
investors, borrowers—how to prevent disaster and 
loss and check of necessary business activities— 
that is the vital and pressing question.

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FORCING PRESIDENT WILSON’S HAND. 

Ambassador Henry Lane Wilson has been sum- 
moned to this country to give explanations as to 
the diplomatic crisis over Mexico. 

The extraordinary act of the Mexico City diplo- 
matic corps in attributing the present disorders 
to the failure of the Washington Government to 
accord recognition to Huerta has the appearance 
of an impudent attempt to force the hand of 
President Wilson. Washington accorded full rec- 
ognition and sympathetic support to the Madero 

Government. That, however, did not prevent dis- 
orders continuing for many months and culmi- 
nating in the desperate struggle at the capital, In 
which Madero was murdered. And whether rec- 
ognized by Washington or not, any government 
instituted as Huerta’s was had the certainty of 
- giving rise to even greater resistance. 

This country will feel a relief if Ambassador 
Wilson can show that he had no secret part in the 
joint effort of the Mexico City diplomatic repre- 

- sentatives to bring pressure on Washington for 
the recognition of his friend, Huerta. That cir- 
cumstances have compelled the retention of an 
American Ambassador there in whom the country 
has lost confidence and who is not in sympathy 
with the policies of the administration is partic- 
ularly unfortunate, in view of the seriousness of 
conditions. 

How embarrassing the administration itself has 


approved by the Governor. He says the State 
needs progressive and constructive insurance legis- 
lation.

Better Traffic Regulation.

I drive an automobile downtown a great deal 
and have occasion to pass all of the corners where 
officers are stationed, and I have noticed that 
many times a number of stations are without 
officers at certain hours of the day. Again I 
have frequently had to stop my car and give 
repeated signals to attract the officer’s attention 
when he was holding personal conversation with 
some citizen. This should be cut out entirely, 
other than giving of brief advice to anyone ask- 
ing a question of him.

THE MEXICAN PROBLEM. 


Germany is said to be the power which 
has asked us what we propose to do 
about the Mexican problem. What 
would Germany say to having it turned 
over to her? The Mexican problem Is 
not easily settled. Two administrations 
have looked it over, and they have botn 
come to that conclusion. The trou- 
ble in that country is that immediately 
the United States or any other country 
intervenes, the people of Mexico will 
stand together against it. That this 
would be an expensive method of get- 
ting them to stand together is proven 
by the opinions of military experts who 
have studied the subject. Some of them 
say that in our case it would mean 4a 
war of no less than four years, with 
every civilized country on earth, in- 
cluding our own, jumping all over us. 
We would occupy about the same rela- 
tion to international popularity that En- 
gland occupied dufing her war with the 
Boers. Naturally, we shrink from that, 
and if we suspended the Monroe doctrine 
temporarily and turned Mexico’s prob- 
lem over to Germany, she would shrink 
from it, too. We have soldiers and sea- 
men lying around the Mexican bor- 
ders in a veritable fever to shoot, but 
we have some 15,000 newspaper editors 
in this country alone ready to open on 
us with red ink and vitriol the moment 
we give the word. The editors would 
subdue us long before the army and 
navy subdued the Mexicans. 

Probably we misunderstand Germany. 
Maybe she knows what we could do 
about it. If so, we shall welcome ad- 
vice.
